It was all that could be spared and it was needed in Ontario 
for seed, © Less than fifty years later ‘Western Canada octupled the proud 

“position of the greatest wheat exporting ‘country in the world, sending three 
- Dundred mitlions of bushels to foreigr markets, ‘ 

Even as recentlyas twenty years ago Western Canada- was only export- 
dng 16,000,000 bushels, a mere drop in-the bucket of the world’s requirements. 
Today the size of the Western Canada wheat crop is a matter of concern in 
many countries, and -eapecially so. in Britain where it or ‘fixes the 
price of bread. 

The wheat crop of. Western Canada has become the sikituasien of busi- 
ness throughout the Dominion. “A bonntifil crop in the West means the plac-
